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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ikeda 
(6,594,038). 

Regarding claim 1, Ikeda shows in Figs.l, 5 A, 5B, 6 and 10 the following elements of 
applicant's claim: a) a light source (7) for applying light to an image; b) moving means (5, 6) for 
moving a unit (4) including at least said light source; c) photoelectric converting means (10) for 
converting reflected light of said light source applied to an original into a voltage; d) analog- 
digital converting means (12) for converting an analog signal outputted from said photoelectric 
converting means into a digital signal; and e) a driving signal generating part (16) for supplying a 
driving signal to said photoelectric converting means and said analog-digital converting means, 
wherein a moving speed of said moving means is not changed, but there are held a plurality of 
kinds of signal patterns supplied by said driving signal generating part (col.5, lines 8-62). 

Regarding claim 2, the limitation therein is disclosed in col.5, lines 31-62.
